RESOLUTION 

New Delhi, the 20th February, 1996 

F.No. 22/6/95-ST,—The Finance Ministers Conference held on 2nd December, 1995 had adopted a resolution recom¬ 
mending constitution of a Committee for monitoring the implementation of major recommendation contained in the report of the 
Committee of State Finance Ministers and on which there was agreement among States. It was also decided that the present 
Committee of State Finance Ministers should be entrusted with this Job. 
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2. In pursuance of the resolution, Government has decided to entrust the job of monitoring of the implementation of 
such major recommendations to the Committee of State Finance Ministers. 

3. The Committee will evolve its own procedures for its work and may call for information as may be necessary from 
State Govemments/Union Territories. 

4. The Committee may co-opt Finance Minister of Bihar or of any other State or any other expert as a member to 
facilitate its work, 

5. The National Institute of Public Finance & Policy will provide secretarial assi.stance to the Committee. 

6. The Committee will prepare quarterly reports on the progress of implementation of recommendations for information 
of all the State Governments and the Central Government.
